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Community Center Over Budget, 
Phased Development Proposed 


M-NCPPC’s Move on TDO 
At Metro Angers Council

At the request of the city, the Prince Georges Plan¬ 
ning Board has deferred consideration of the establish¬ 
ment of boundaries of the Transit District Overlay 
(TDO) zone around the Greenbelt Metro Station. The 
topic had been placed on the agenda of the Planning 
Board's April 11 meeting by the Maryland National Cap¬ 
ital Park and Planning Commission (M-NCPPC).

Very little had been 
changed when Nancy Ep¬ 
stein of Keyes Condon Flor- 
ance (YKCF), architectural 
consultants, presented an up¬ 
dated design layout for the 
Greenbelt Community Cen¬ 
ter on April 11. The Center 
will be housed in what is now 
Center School. (A drawing 
of the previous plan was 
published in the April 4 is¬ 
sue of the News Review.) 

This meeting is the last sched¬ 
uled public hearing before the 
plans are presented to the archi¬ 
tects who will draw up final 
; pacifications- It followed an 
earlier hearing on March 14. 

According to Phil Esocoff, the 
other KCF representative who 
has been working with Epstein, 
after reviewing whatever public 
comments were made that eve¬ 
ning, the Community Center 
Task Force and the KCF staff 
would polish and put together 
the final proposal “as a pack¬ 
age.” 

First on the evening's agenda 
was a report by Ronald Zirelli, 
from the Lanham firm of Bala 
Consulting Engineers, concerning 
recommendations for the heat¬ 
ing, air conditioning, electrical 
and plumbing systems within the 
54-year-old building* Except for 
some copper plumbing pipes, 
which are virtually indestructi¬ 
ble, Zirelli said, all the systems 
are “obsolete” and need replace¬ 
ment- He recommended a chilled 


water system, fan coil-operated 
with two new gas-fueled boilers. 
The building could be broken 
down into 12 different zones, so 
that heating and air conditioning 
could be separately activated, he 
pointed out. 

His recommendation concern¬ 
ing the chilled water system for 
air conditioning brought a spir¬ 
ited negative response from 
Evelyn Feller, in the audience, 
who objected to anything like 
the water tower on an apart¬ 
ment building near her resi¬ 
dence. This operated, she said, 
from May to October with a 
noise like a helicopter just over¬ 
head. But no such device was 
envisioned, Zirelli said. The air 
cooled chillers could be placed 
in such a way that they will not 
generate much noise. 

Accessibility 

Epstein then took the audience 
on a walk-through of the build¬ 
ing, using a professionally ele¬ 
gant looking new demonstration 
drawing. She began by pointing 
out the building's accessibility 
to those with physical handi¬ 
caps, not only with the instal¬ 
lation of two elevators but with 
ground-level entrances at four 
positions. 

One of these would give ac¬ 
cess off the east parking lot at 
the present door used for school 
buses, where an elevator would 
provide access to basement 
rooms. The other doors on the 
east and west sides of a lobby 
area to be developed where the 
old building and the newer, 1967 
addition come together, would 


also provide easy entry. An ele¬ 
vator located here would lead 
to the second floor. 

The east door would open on 
a pedestrian walkway from the 
east parking lot and the west 
door directly on to a proposed 
west parking lot. The fourth 
ground-level door would be the 
building's original main en¬ 
trance, where general offices 
and a visitors center would be 
located. 

Black Box Theater 

One addition to the present 
school structure is a so-called 
black box theater, two stories 
high, to be constructed near the 
rear of the 1967 wing facing the 
swimming pool “We couldn't find 
a way to put a performing arts 
facility into the restored build¬ 
ing,” Esocoff said* If the build¬ 
ing were gutted to make room 
for it, then other community 
needs, such as a preschool center 
and arts and crafts rooms would 
have to be eliminated, and at as 
great a cost. 

To use the gymnasium as a 
theater would not be suitable 
either, as seme have suggestd. 
“Theater use is pretty particu¬ 
lar,” Esocoff said- It requires 
darkness, which is not possible 
in the gym during daylight 
hours. In addition, using it for 
theater purposes would take 
away time for proper gymnasium 
activities. To convert it would 
destroy the historic uses for the 
gymnasium, which would not be 
allowed under historic preserva-

At city council’s April 22 
meeting, City Planning and De¬ 
velopment Coordinator Celia 
Wilson said she was “dumb¬ 
founded that M-NCPPC were 
proceeding without the courtesy 
of a referral” to the city. In 
fact, she said, M-NCPPC staff 
had not returned her telephone 
calls. Only through the interest 
of a member of the public did 
the city learn that the action 
was scheduled. 

According to the agenda com¬ 
ments prepared by city staff for

the meeting, M-NCPPC contends 
that the city had been previous¬ 
ly advised of the boundaries; 
city staff, however, maintains 
that at the time the city met 
with M-NCPPC there was no 
indication that a determination 
had been made. (“I agree with 
that,” said Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld, interrupting his own read¬ 
ing of the comments.) 

The boundary proposed by 
M-NCPPC staff is a one-half 
mile radius from the station. 
This excludes Beltway Plaza and 
most of Springhill Lake and bi¬ 


sects the A- H. Smith property, 
which abuts the Metro yard- 
Wilson and Weidenfeld agreed 
that the TDO boundary deter¬ 
mination is too important to be 
made quickly, but needs thorough 
evaluation. The Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board should review the 
boundaries, and a public hearing 
should be held as well before 
determining the city's input. We 
should inform M-NCPPC, as well 
as County Council Chair Richard 
Castaldi and Metro officials, that 
the city intends to give the mat¬ 
ter thorough consideration, said 
Weidenf eld, and that the process 
may take several months* 

Council member Joseph Isaacs 
wondered whether announcing 
the need for “several months” 
would be prudent. “We're en¬ 
titled to this time, said Weiden- 
feld- “If we get a negative re¬ 
action, we'll fight.” He recalled 
being told that the Planning 
Board was interested in the cityjs 
input and that there was flexi¬ 
bility in the TDO zone planning. 

Wilson said that “all our worn 
fears have materialized” in the 
proposed boundaries, which ex¬ 
cludes much of the area around 
the Metro station that will be 
impacted. The station won't 
open until 1993, she noted, ques¬ 
tioning the haste of M-NGPFC 
staff.

The issues covered 
included traffic on Crescent Road, steps to improve Roose¬ 
velt Center parkins' conditions and general maintenance 
planned for the center and surrounding community. 


Metro Agrees to Move Bus Stop 
Council Decides on 4-Way Stop 


Traffic 

The city staff reported on 
the April 3 meeting with Metro 
officials regarding rerouting the 
F-6 bus which terminates with 
a layover at the intersection of 
Crescent and Gardenway. The 
city, in agreement with Metro, 
proposed that these buses turn 
around and layover on the op¬ 
posite side of the street. Cur¬ 
rently buses at the stop obstruct 
the view of traffic entering 
Crescent Road from Gardenway. 
If the F-6 stopped on the oppo¬ 
site side of the street, it would 
allow drivers exiting Gardenway 
and Centerway to view ap¬ 
proaching traffic. 

After discussion, council con¬ 
cluded that more people catch 


the bus from the shopping cen¬ 
ter; therefore, the move may be 
an added convenience- 

A citizen petition recently 
submitted to council proposed in¬ 
stalling a four-way stop sign at 
the intersection of Crescent and 
Gardenway. City staff used new 
traffic counters to monitor traf¬ 
fic in the area- The counters 
show that approximately 4,000 
vehicles per da^ travel on Cres¬ 
cent in each direction, but that 
traffic on the secondary roads 
doesn't meet the minimum state 
requirements for a four-way 
stop sign. 

Another point raised by coun¬ 
cil members was that since the 
bus stop will be moved, a four-

Disregarding the results 
of city staffs recent traffic 
counting, city council voted 
at its April 22 meeting to 
change the intersection of 
Crescent Road with Garden¬ 
way and Centerway from the 
current two-way stop to a 
four-way stop. According to 
the study, there is neither 
sufficient traffic volume on 
the side streets nor suffi¬ 
cient accidents to justify a 
four-way stop sign. (See 
story on April 15 meeting 
for more details.) 

The problem of buses blocking 
visibility at the corner will soon 
be removed. Metro has agreed 
to re-route the F-6 bus line so 
that the bus stop at that corner 
will be on the opposite side of 
Crescent Road, on the northwest 
corner by the Roosevelt Center. 
Currently, buses that are early 
lay over at the bus stop on the 
southwest corner, just before 


Gardenway, obstructing the view 
of drivers coming from Garden¬ 
way onto Crescent. 

Currently, the bus makes a 
clockwise circle turning right 
from Westway onto Crescent, 
right again onto Gardenway and 
then Ridge, before proceeding 
back to Westway and turning 
left. Under the new routing, the 
F-6 will make the circle coun¬ 
terclockwise, turning right onto 


Ridge from Westwav and pro¬ 
ceeding past Green Ridge House 
to a left on Gardenway, then 
Crescent, and then Westway.

No Schedule Set 
Metro set no schedule for the 
rerouting, which will require 
moving bus stops to the opposite 
sides of the streets on Ridge 
and Crescent and the construe-

Remove It 

At the April 22 City Council 
meeting, an agenda item discus¬ 
sed was “Request for Temporary 
Grading Easement on Former 
Surplus School Property Next to 
GHI Storage Yard.” As a GHI 
member, it was distressing to 
hear our General Manager, Ron 
Colton totally gloss over and mis- 
characterize the facts concerning 
its “storage yard” which “re¬ 
ceived a grading violation from 
Prince Georges County.” 

Initially, Mr. Colton failed to 
mention that this supposed 
“storage yard” is actually an il¬ 
legal GHI dump which has crept 
onto city woodland, the 72-acre 
former School Board property. 
Some trees have been cut down 
and other trees, still alive, have 
been partially buried by the fill. 

Mr. Colton then tried to put 
the blame on individuals for the 
dumping on city land. Surely, 
individuals do some dumping, 
but in this case, it’s unlikely 
that individuals bulldozed con¬ 
crete and asphalt slabs, hot water 
heaters, old front porches, etc., 
alf oi which' is mixed with tong 
of°M ? compacted’ to form 
at least a 20 ft. deep mountain 
of debris. 

Almost equally disturbing was 
city council's initial readiness to 
approve GHFs grading request 
on city land without ever even 
visiting the site. They were un¬ 
aware of the nature of the dump 
and its current infringement on 
city land, and couldn't be assured 
that nearby streams are not be¬ 
ing contaminated by toxic seep¬ 
age from deeply buried unknown 
materials. In fact, in certain 
areas along an adjacent stream 
flows discolored, murky water- 
Will it be tested? 

Fortunately, after citizens 
raised their concerns about the 
dump, city council appropriately 
withheld making a hasty deci¬ 
sion until more information could 
be obtained, although city “staff 
finds the proposed solution to be 
a reasonable one.” 

A reasonable solution to GHI's 
self-created problem is not to 
further spread the impact of its 
illegally dumped debris onto city 
woodland, but to remove this dis¬ 
graceful monstrosity,

Pull the Tents Out 

In the spring in Maryland the 
tent caterpillar is everywhere. 
Wild cherry trees are the fa¬ 
vorite host, along with apple, 
crabapple, plum, peach, rose, 
ihawthome, and certain shade 
trees- 

Eastern tent caterpillar infes¬ 
tations are often confused with 
those of the gypsy moth which 
hatch about two weeks later. 

Tent caterpillars are up to 
2 V 2 inches long, with a solid 
white stripe along the back, and 
a row of pale blue oval spots 
along each side. The body is 
covered by long, fine, light brown 
hairs. 

Gypsy moth caterpillars are 
about the same size, but are 
distinguished by five pairs of 
blue spots, followed by six pairs 
of red spots on their backs. No 
other caterpillar has these dis¬ 
tinct markings. 

Eastern tent caterpillar eggs 
usually start to hatch in early 
to mid-April and the young 
caterpillars, which are only V< 
inch long when they hatch, im¬ 
mediately begin building the 
characteristic silk tents where 
tree branches join together- Ca¬ 
terpillars leave the tent only to 
feed, and continue to enlarge 
the tent as they grow. 

If caterpillars are abundant, 
they eat all the leaves on a 
tree. While this may weaken the 
tree, it seldom kills it. Defoliat¬ 
ed trees should be watered and 
fertilized whenever possible. Re¬ 
moving the tents is a good way 
to control the caterpillars.

Grading Plan for Eliminating 
Dump Si(e Stirs Debate

City Council referred to its engineering and legal 
Staff a request by Greenbelt Homes, Inc (GHI), for a 
temporary grading easement on the edge of the former 
surplus school property. The topic was discussed at Coun¬ 
cil’s April 22 regular meeting. 


GHI, which has received a 
grading violation from Prince 
Georges County for the dump 
site at the edge of its storage 
yard, has drafted a grading plan 
to address the situation. The site 
of the violation abuts and in¬ 
trudes upon the former surplus 
school property now owned by 
the city. 

The preliminary grading plan, 
which has been reviewed by ;he 
city engineers, the Counity and 
the Maryland Department of En¬ 
vironmental Resources (DER), 
calls for moving part of the 
offending slope to create a maxi¬ 
mum 3 to 1 slope and creating 
a grassy swale- According to 
GHI manager Ron Colton, the 
plan is designed to cause mini¬ 
mal environmental damage. The 
slope will be pushd into an area 
of mainly rubble and stumps 
and will affect five or six trees 
at most, some of which have 
been lightning damaged, said 
Colton. 

Plans? 

City solicitor Robert Manzi 
asked why GHI was requesting 
the grading easement before de¬ 
veloping engineered plans. He 
would like to see the engineered 
plans to see if the requested area 
needs to be so large and to make 
provisions fo^t'he easement to be 
entered on the city’s land rec¬ 
ords before he would recommend 
any council action. 

Saying he was “flabbergasted 
at the misinformation,” Rodney 
Roberts characterized the site as 
an illegal GHI dump site on 
which the only damaged trees 


are those that “have been buried 
alive by a massive landfill.” 
Rather than grading further into 
the trees on city property, he 
called for GHI to develop a 
grading plan that would push 
the slope back onto the rubble. 
He suggested possible liability 
problems for the city if council 
allowed GHI to grade over a 
waste dump of unknown compo¬ 
sition. 

In a sometimes acrimonious 
discussion, Colton maintained 
th*t the problem was caused by 
illegal dumping by individuals 
and that Roberts’ proposal was 
not feasible. GHI’s proposed 
plan had been reviewed by “six 
county offices and the state,” he 
said, and all had found it to be 
the least damaging. 

Roberts argued that this was 
an illegal GHI dump site of long 
standing and that the purpose 
of the plan was to “save GHI 
face and money” and that they 
could solve the problem without 
the easement. 

City manager James Giese 
noted that there are old, unsuit¬ 
able dumps in the city created 
through error or encroachment 
Since DER considers the GHI 
site unacceptable, it has to be 
made acceptable, he said. “They 
have to clean up the site,” said 
Giese, “not the spilled milk from 
many, many years.” 

Council referred the matter 
back to its legal and engineering 
staff, requesting that an on-site 
inapmUon be made and that GIfl 
provide details of its proposed 
plan.

For Arbor Day

Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) celebrated Arbor Day 
Wednesday, April 3, by hosting a tree planting ceremony, 
the fourth such event showing Greenbelt’s justifiable pride 


and concern for its trees. 

The weather was perfect. The 
skies were blue. The temperature 
was just right. The speeches 
were short. And five sugar ma¬ 
ple trees were planted in a small 
grassy area between the 8 and 
10 courts of Laurel Hill Road 
where once stood a row of frame 
homes. The homes, built during 
World War II, had faulty foun¬ 
dations that eventually made the 
row unsafe for occupancy. 

The ceremonial shovel was 
brand new with a gold painted 
blade. Each sugar maple arrived 
from Behnkes rooted in a bushel 
basket of black loam* The plant¬ 
ing holes were dug wider and 
deeper than the basket under 
the direction of Joseph Whalen, 
GHI Director of Maintenance. 

The first shovelful of earth 
was thrown in by Phil Sheckells, 
representng State Senator Leo 
Green who was unable to come 
because the legislature was in 
session. 


The honor of planting the sec¬ 
ond maple went to Richard Cas- 
taldi. Chairman of the Prince 
Georges County Council. The 
other maples were planted with 
the assistance of various GHI 
and city officals. Steve Stadle- 
man, Forester for the State of 
Maryland, represented Governor 
Schaefer. 

Toward the end of the cere¬ 
mony, Castaldi gathered the chil¬ 
dren around him. He had them 
raise their rght hand and re¬ 
peat after him an oath not to 
climb the trees nor harm them 
in any way. There was a piping 
chorus of “I Do's.” 

lAfter the ceremony almost 
everyone went to the Board 
Room of GHI for coffee and 
doughnuts. City Manager James 
Giese, who was unavoidably de¬ 
tained in his office during the 
ceremony, shewed up for coffee 
and doughnuts.

Did You Know? 

Angus B. MacGregor had the 
first hand in putting the green¬ 
ery into Greenbelt. The Scots¬ 
man was hired by the federal 
government in 1935 as landscap¬ 
ing superintendent during con¬ 
struction of the new “garden 
city.” MacGregor, with his Scot¬ 
tish conservatism and sense of 
harmonv, scoured the woods and 
fields here for native trees, 
shrubs and plants- He had his 
relief workers transplant them 
by the thousands into a nursery 
located where the Capital Belt- 
way lies today, below Greenbelt 
Lake. When the homes were 
completed, the workers trans¬ 
planted the trees and plants into 
the yards, beautifying the new 
community. He is credited with 
saving many of the mature trees 
within construction areas by 
showing foremen how to care for 
them. 

MacGregor had learned gar¬ 
dening at historic Scone Palace, 
where the Scottish kings were 
crowned until the 13th century. 
He was brought to the United 
States in 1914 by financier J. P- 
Morgan to tend his estate on 
Long Island. MacGregor moved 
to Greenbelt in 1935, remaining 
until his death in 1949. 

In 1950 the Woman’s Club 
had an evergreen tree planted 
in his memory by the city. 
Townspeople and school children 
gathered for the dedication. They 
listened to Greenbelt Center 
School’s first principal, Cather¬ 
ine T. Reed, speak about the 
man “with a burr in his voice 
and a twinkle in his eye.” The 
tree was planted near the un¬ 
derpass at Roosevelt Center.

The Greenbelt Lions celebrated 
“Earth Day 1991” by policing 
the section of Kenilworth Ave¬ 
nue between Crescent Road and 
Cherrywood Lane. This opera¬ 
tion, originally scheduled for 
April 20, was postponed for a 
week because of rain and equip¬ 
ment problems. The State High¬ 
way Administration’s Mainte¬ 
nance Department is the mana¬ 
ger of the Adopt-A-Highway 
Program under which the “clean¬ 
up” was accomplished- The 
Maintenance Department’s rep¬ 
resentative informed the Lion’s 
Chairman, “Bud” Cormaek, on 
April 20, that the Greenbelt 
Lions were the 1,000th service 
organization to volunteer for 
participation in this Adopt-A- 
Highway Program, and that ex¬ 
cept for a last minute schedul¬ 


ing problem Governor Donald 
W. Schaefer would have been on 
hand with video crews to docu¬ 
ment the event. 

Six Lions showed up on Sat¬ 
urday. Five Lions were detailed 
to “pick up” and one to drive a 
station wagon with supplies of 
bags, orange pylons to warn the 
traffic that the Lions were 
working* a eea, a first aid 

kit (which no-one had to use), 
and cold drinks, coffee, and 
doughnuts for refreshment 

Thirteen large plastic bags 
were filled during the 90 min¬ 
utes it took the Lions to traverse 
the section of Kenilworth Ave¬ 
nue. The Lions “collected” ciga¬ 
rette wrappers, beer cans, coke 
bottles and cans, cardboard car¬ 
tons from 6-packs of various 
beverages, plastic cups, car 
parts, etc., etc- All of these items 
must have been discarded by 
careless or unthinking motorists 
and/or their passengers as there 
are no sidewalks or housing 
along this stretch of road. 

A quick trip up this section 
of highway on Sunday, April 28 
showed new trash beginning to 
collect along the curb side, but 
the highway still looked a lot 
better because of the efforts of 
the Lions. 


GHI RESIDENTS ARE 
RECYCLING CHAMPS 

About 60 to 70 percent of GHI 
residents set out their yellow 
recycling bins during the first 
week of recycling effort. Other 
areas of greater Greenbelt did 
not cooperate nearly as well, ac¬ 
cording to Dave Helmecki, 
Greenbelt’s Administrative As¬ 
sistant of Public Works. Windsor 
Green had a disappointing rate 
of only 30%. The overall set-out 
rate of yellow bins for greater 
Greenbelt’s 3,464 households was 
42 percent. The County’s private 
picker-upper, Waste Manage¬ 
ment, didn’t bat 1000 either- They 
missed two communities, Lake- 
wood and Woodland Hills, ac¬ 
cording to Helmecki. He expects 
better household cooperation as 
residents get more comfortable 
with recycling.

way stop may no longer be 
needed. The issue was put on 
the agenda of the April 22 regu¬ 
lar meeting (see separate story). 
Signs 

The city will install new traf¬ 
fic signs to improve traffic flow 
near the center. A “yield" sign 
will be installed for traffic ap¬ 
proaching the road from the mu¬ 
nicipal building and western¬ 
most aisle of the parking lot. 

Existing directional arrows in 
the Sovran Bank lot will be re¬ 
painted this summer, making 
them more visible. On the issue 
of handicap access, council mem¬ 
bers agreed that there is suffi¬ 
cient handicap parking available 
on Centerway and that additions 
would be too costly- Also, current 
traffic patterns did not warrant 
speed bumps in the Sovran and 
Co-op lots. However, since these 
areas are considered private 
property, both merchants have 
the option of installing speed 
bumps or a stop sign. 

Parking Limits 

The issue of parking at the 
center inspired a lively debate 
between the merchants and the 
council over whether there was 
enough. Parking for the Co-op 
lot will be restricted to one hour 
to discourage nighttime use by 
theater and apartment residents. 
City staff believes that permit 
parking would be more incon¬ 
venient and difficult to main¬ 
tain. The merchants had pro¬ 
posed a 30-minute parking area, 
but_staf£ felt this would be in¬ 
convenient to some shoppers, 
and might discourage use by cus¬ 
tomers doing weekly shopping. 

Staff is considering imposing 
a 24-hour time limit on the lot 
near 9 Parkway. Many of the 
merchants and citizens agreed 
that packing m this area ia a 
chronic problem. Leonard Wal¬ 
lace noted that some cars parked 
in this area “have been there for 
years." Two representatives from 
the Prince Georges County 
Parking Authority, Alan Fein- 
berg and Steve Hamilton, were 
present to offer their support 
in the form of enforcement as¬ 
sistance and providing informa¬ 
tion from the county on dealing 
with similar parking dilemmas. 

Enough Parking? 

Some merchants took issue 
with the voiced opinion of coun¬ 
cil members that, although park¬ 
ing is difficult, no additonal 
parking is needed in the center. 

Director of Planning and De¬ 
velopment Celia Wilson con¬ 
curred with council, stating that 
after studving parking patterns 
in the center, the tumoveT of 
spaces available met reasonable 
requirements. 

A representative from the 
medical clinic pointed out that 
the number of spaces allowed 
by the citv did not take into 
account certain conditions which

significantly increased the num¬ 
ber of unavailable spaces. 

Parking has been a recurring 
theme from the merchants. At 
the November 26 council meet¬ 
ing, merchants aired their con¬ 
cerns as well during the im¬ 
pending opening of the new the¬ 
ater and Chinese restaurant. 

Other improvements proposed 
by city staff were: restriping the 
rear lot to substitute perpendi¬ 
cular parking instead of the cur¬ 
rent angle parking; extending 
the parking aisles on the Co-op 
lot; and enlarging the municipal 
building lot- 

Commuter parking was ad¬ 
dressed, although because of lack 
of substantive evidence it could 
not be proven that people meet¬ 
ing carpools contributed signi¬ 
ficantly to the parking problem. 

Other Concerns 

Merchants complained that 
illegal activities were taking 
place in the center, especially in 
the area nearest the pay phones. 
They said that drug and prosti¬ 


tution activity is taking place 
on a regular basis throughout 
the day and evening. City sta*f 
feels that to remove the phones 
altogether would inconve nit nice 
young people from nearby resi¬ 
dences who may have no obhor 
means of making private calls, 
and residents who have no 
phones. The phone company v ill 
replace the touch tone pin les 
with rotary units so that beep¬ 
ers, which are frequently used 
in drug activity, cannot be used. 
If necessary, in-coming calls 
may be blocked in the future. 
For now, however, in-coming 
calls will be permitted to allow 
for emergency use. 

The light which was knocked 
down in the Co-op lot near Park¬ 
way is scheduled to be replaced. 
The trash cans in the center now 
are sufficient to handle their 
use. They are to be replaced 
with new large ones designed to 
match the newly installed 
benches.

tion of a new shelter at Green 
Ridge House- 

Council debated whether to in¬ 
stall the additional signs on 
Crescent Road to make the in¬ 
tersection a four-wav stop im¬ 
mediately or wait until the new 
route takes effect, Council mem¬ 
ber Antoinette Bram, saying 
“we know the intersection is 
dangerous/' urged that the signs 
be installed immediately. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld argued 
for waiting until the bus stop 
is moved- The new signs could 
increase the danger, he said. 
Drivers on Gardenway will as¬ 
sume that Crescent Road traffic 
will stop at the signs and enter 
the intersection, while Crescent 
Road drivers won't be able to 
see the signs blocked by a bus 
and won't stop. 

It was agreed that the signs 
would be installed within 90 
days, but that staff would refer 
the matter back to council at 
least 30 days before the signs 
are to be installed.

City’s Fiscal Woes Mandate 
Reductions in Police Budget

The Greenbelt City Council began its detailed budget 
review on April 10 with a w’orksession on the police budget. 
The budget proposed by Assistant City Manager Michael 
P. McLaughlin calls for spending $3.4 million for the police 
department in the fiscal year beginning July 1991 (FY92). 
This is 11.2 percent less than the amount allocated to the 
police for FY 92 in last year’s two-year budget. 

Despite these reductions, proposed expenditures still 
represent a 42 percent increase over estimated FY91 ex¬ 
penditures. Because of the city’s fiscal woes, the depart¬ 
ment held FY91 expenditures to eight percent below the 
authorized level. 


Personnel expenses were re¬ 
duced the most, by $313,600- 
Pant of the reduction reflects 
lower than expected costs for the 
new 25-year retirement plan for 
officers. In addition, the city 
did not hire officers for the 
three-officer narcotics squad, au¬ 
thorized in FY91. 

The proposed budget reduces 
capital and operating expenses 
$78,200 and $29,600 respectively, 
below the original authorization. 
Funds for pursuing accreditation 
of the department were also de¬ 
leted. 

Operating Costs 

According to McLaughlin, op¬ 
erating the new police station 
is costing more than expected- 
The original budget for FY91 
allocated $11,200 for maintain- . 
ing the building, but the revised 
FY92 budget raises this allot¬ 
ment to $20,000- Motor vehicle 
maintenance also is running ap¬ 
proximately seven percent more 
than budgeted. 

McLaughlin attributed this 
fact to problems with one make 
of patrol cars, whose engines 
had to be replaced at 60,000- 
70,000 miles, much earlier than 
expected. Recently the manufac¬ 
turer has agreed to reimburse 
the city for some of these expen¬ 
ditures. 

The budget provides for the 
purchase of nine new police cars 
to complete the take home pro¬ 
gram, eight of which will be 
purchased with general city 
revenues. Assets confiscated 
from drug dealers will be used 
to finance the ninth car. City 
Manager James K. Giese cau¬ 
tioned council not to expect con¬ 
fiscated assets to become a ma¬ 
jor source of revenues. He said 
that drug dealers are now using 
rental cars and hotel rooms, 
rooms, which cannot be confis¬ 
cated by police. 

The city will not receive as 
much money as previously ex¬ 
pected, from state and county 
grants for police protection. The 
city had anticipated receiving 
$376,900, but now expects only 
$361,500. 

Special Enforcement Unit 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld recalled 
that in 1985 the city hired five 
new officers for a special en¬ 
forcement unit (SEU). He ask¬ 
ed what happened to these offi¬ 
cers. Chief James R. Craze said 
that three of them are working 
in the K-9 unit, and one each in 
computer operations and the evi¬ 
dence lab- 

Lt- Michael Craddock com¬ 
mented that the SEU was re¬ 
sponsible for too broad a range 
of activities, requiring the offi¬ 
cers to shift frequently from

task to task (auto theft, speed¬ 
ers, etc.) as priorities changed. 
In addition, much of the neces¬ 
sary research had to be done 
manually. Craddock said that 


without the computer specialist 
position, authorized in the last 
budget but not filled, the unit 
will not have the resources nec¬ 
essary to function effectively. 

Craze added that, given the 
turnover in the department, a 
force of 50 officers, up from 
the current 42, would be re¬ 
quired for a three-officer drug 
unit to function effectively. 

Fire and Rescue 

Last year council allocated the 
yield of one cent of the city’s 
tax rate for a replacement re¬ 
serve for fire and rescue equip¬ 
ment for the Greenbelt Volun¬ 
teer Fire and Rescue Squad. For 
FY92, each cent of the tax rate 
yields approximately $47,400. To 
make this account share in the 
budget cuts, McLaughlin pro¬ 
poses reducing this allocation by 
10% to $42,700. 

Mayor pro tern Thomas X. 
White called this cut “piddling.” 
He noted that each cent of the 
tax rate yields less this year 
than last, constituting a built-in 
reduction. If possible, he urged 
council to maintain the alloca¬ 
tion at a full cent yield. Council 
member Antoinette M- Rnam said 
it would be hard not to keep 
councils promise to the fire de¬ 
partment members. 

This item will be reviewed 
again at the end of the budget 
process._

'Crossing Delancey” Worth 
Wending Way Through Wood

If the location for the performances of the current of¬ 
fering of the Greenbelt Arts Center is not within walking 
distance, those who make the drive to Capitol College will 
nevertheless find the group’s production worth the trip. 
(More about the comedy “Crossing Delaney” in a moment.) 
But first let me describe the trip itself, since to folks unfa¬ 
miliar with Capital College (as I was) the out-of-town venue 
could be a deterrent. 


Pleasant Drive 

Nothing could be easier and 
more pleasant than the drive 
north on the Baltimore-Wash¬ 
ington Parkway to Powder Mill 
Road, the first exit open to the 
public at large (following the 
NASA exit). Turn west and then 
take the first right of!f the 
Parkway. A sign for Capitol 
College will tell you you're in 
% the* vicinity, i You will travel, 
north on Springfield Road par¬ 
alleling the Parkway, which will 
be visible for a while through 
a thin fringe of trees. Before 
long; however, the trees thicken 
and you find yourself on just 
the sort of drive through a for¬ 
est cover that Greenbelters love 
the most. It's what Greenbelt 
Road looked like back in the 
1950s. 

At the first sign of a housing 
development off to your left, you 
will notice on your right a sign 
for Capitol College. The campus 
is small, and the buildings quite 
new. A dormitory structure is 
at your immediate left as you 
enter the campus area. What you 
are aiming for, however, is 
straight ahead and to the far 
right. Follow the signs to the 
auditorium. This is an attrac¬ 
tive place, small enough that ail 
seats have a good view of the 
stage. The seats are new, com¬ 
fortable and upholstered in a 
cheery red. Doubtless you'll find 
some friends among the audi¬ 
ence. 

“Crossing Delancey" 

The play itself is pleasant— 
a boy—meets—girl story in¬ 
volving Jewish characters in New 
York. At least I think it was 
New York. The place didn't 
seem to make much difference. 
What are really important are 
the two older female characters, 
the girl's grandmother, Bubble, 
and the matchmaker, Hannah. 
Played by Arts Center veterans 
Judy Holland and Trix White¬ 
hall, respectively, these roles 
were well cast. 

Holland puts on another of 
her competent accents to realize 
the character of the self-de¬ 
scribed popular woman she 
used to be- Her manipulations 
throughout the plot development 
are obvious enough—at least to 
some of the characters—but still 


endearing . One can understand 
why her granddaughter might 
choose to come by often for vis¬ 
its and why the picklemaker, 
Sam, who is interested in the 
granddaughter, would enjoy 
Bubbie's company- 

Whitehall's good-natured but 
overbearing matchmaker is also 
well realized. She drew a strong 
laugh from the audience when 
she ■suddenly, called^on Sam* fehe 

of sneezing. Her social obtuse- 
nes i3 about dress and overeating 
added as well to the character's 
richness. 

Marriage and Romance 

Glenn Farber as Sam was a 
believable and likeable bachelor 
in search of a wife. Dave Quinn 
as the regional author who is 
the focus of Isabelle's fantasy 

handles himself for the most part 
capably though I had a little 

trouble sorting out at first which 
scenes were fantasy and which 
purported to be real. Perhaps 

something in the way of rosy 

lights for the former would help 
to separate the two in the minds 
of the audience. 

This brings us to Isabelle, 
about whose unmarried state the 
plot turns. In this role Ilene 
Levine, in her first dramatic 
performance, seemed not quite 
to convey the charm and warmth 
and romantic visions that would 
make her place in the plot eas¬ 
ily understandable. 

The cast as a whole, and the 
Greenbelt Arts Center, are to 
be commended for bringing this 
performance to fruition on very 
short notice indeed. A musical 
was originally scheduled for this 
slot in the season's offering of 
plays, but when a cast member 
dropped out suddenly when the 
work was well along in rehear¬ 
sal, the Center group searched 
for an alternative rather than 
leave a hole in the season. 
“Crossing Delancey" was pre¬ 
pared for performance in a scant 
four weeks. With such practiced 
performers as Holland and 
Whitehall holding down their 
demanding roles, the show came 
off very well indeed.

tion guidelines. 

Constructing this additional 
facility “may be an element 
where phasing is necessary,” 
Esocoff said, referring to the 
projected $336,000 cost against 
an overall budget of $4 million* 

Marie Tousignant, president 
of the Greenbelt Arts Center, 
spoke strongly against delaying 
construction of the theater. Re¬ 
ferring to the policy adopted by 
the city council to support all 
the arts—visual, literary, and 
performing arts—she argued for 
phasing everything in “a little 
bit.” If the theater were placed 
inside the present building in¬ 
stead of in the proposed addi¬ 
tion, other phased activities 
would have to be eliminated, she 
pointed out. We should think of 
the community center “as a full 
arts center package and not as 
a building with an addition,” she 
said* 

A1 Herling strongly agreed. 
He commented that the Green¬ 
belt Arts Center already has 


a good-sized nest egg and ex¬ 
pects to pay its way in rental 
use of the facility. “We don't 
want to put up money for some¬ 
one else's free ride,” he said* 
“Don't consider the theater as 
something that can be dispensed 
with and later phased in.” He 
spoke of the sense of pride that 
the performing arts have cre¬ 
ated in Greenbelt from the very 
beginning. 

Dance Space 

On the second floor, adjacent 
to the upper level of the pro¬ 
posed theater, would be a dance 
room with a good wood floor. 
Epstein said that the planners 
felt delighted with that loca¬ 
tion, since it is directly above 
the theater's scene shop. She 
felt that the carpenters working 
on staging would not be bothered 
by the thumpings upstairs as the 
dancers bounded up and down. 

Declaring herself “thrilled” 
with the proposed dance room 
and added theater, Nancy De- 
platchett congratulated the de¬ 
sign team on their plans. “I

think they're absolutely wonder¬ 
ful,” she said. However, speak¬ 
ing as an arts consultant (she 
serves as Arts Coordinator for 
Prince Georges County and is 
on the faculty of Thomas Pullen, 
the county's arts middle school), 
she felt the architects might 
consider moving the adult arts 
classroom on the ground floor to 
an upstairs location next to the 
arts studio. 

She argued that because the 
lower-level location is in the 
building's historic section, it 
could pose a problem for the 
messy kinds of work that go on 
in an arts room. She recommend¬ 
ed switching the arts classroom 
with a proposed second floor 
conference room, which could 
then take on a dual function as 
exhibit space for art. The ground 
floor location, near the visitors 
center, would make sense, she 
urged. 

She reminded Esocoff and Ep¬ 
stein that the two doors to the 
lobby area between the build¬ 
ing's two wings, as well as the 
elevator to the second floor 
where the artists' studios will be 
located, must be large enough 
to be used for large-scale arts 
equipment- She also queried 
whether an adequate barrier will 
separate the proposed basement 
ceramics room and the adjacent 
electronics room (for computers 
and possible desktop publishing) 
and whether there would be an 
outside exit for the ceramics 
room. Esocoff said the answer 
to both questions was yes. 


Restrooms 

In the new lobby area be¬ 
tween the two wings, which 
would provide access to the black 
box theater, new restrooms 
would be installed. The original 
resstropmst of 

the building would be left as 
near to the original design as 
possible, he said. Phis would be 
done for historic purposes. In 
the new restroom space, how¬ 
ever, in response to a question 
about providing more facilities 
for women than for men, he said 
that these would be “up to the 
new plumbing code,” which man¬ 
dates such relative proportions. 


Budget 

Already, because of projected 
inflation and because the “pro¬ 
gramming does not just fit the 
building you happen to have,” 
Esocoff indicated that the prob¬ 
able cost for the renovation of 
the school would be in the 
neighborhood of $4 9 million, as 
against the budgeted $4 million. 
As architects work on detailed 
specifications, the next step in 
the process, more precise cost 
figures will emerge. He suggest¬ 
ed that the schedule be strate- 
gized in such a way that spe¬ 
cific uses and alterations be 
phased in. He noted, for exam¬ 
ple, that the rooms in the newer 
wing are currently in fairly us¬ 
able shape* Something like $250,- 
000 might be saved at first by 
delaying renovation of that 
space* 

In closing Herling thanked the 
architects and the task force for 
“consulting the people who will 
use the building.” Assistant city 
manager Michael McLaughlin in¬ 
dicated that the next step will 
he for the task force to take 
into consideration the comments 
made at the meeting and then 
to prepare a draft report for 
perusal by the city council. 

Although council members 
Toni Bram and Ed Putens at¬ 
tended the meeting, they pre¬ 
served throughout a posture as 
listeners. This meeting was for 
public input.
